Shellfish  Regulations 

Your  Officers  continue  to  keep  observation  on  the  enforcement  of  these 
Regulations  so  far  as  they  affect  this  Authority. 

The  quantity  of  shellfish  gathered  for  direct  consumption  via  the 
cleansing  tanks  has  been  disappointedly  small.  Efforts  have  been  made  to 
stimulate  interest  in  shellfish  sent  for  sterilisation,  and  for  this  purpose 
consignments  of  mussels  have  been  sent  to  an  approved  bottling  establishment 
in  South  Wales,  The  firm  concerned  is  apparently  well  known  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Fisheries. 

The  technical  results  of  this  experiment  have  been  successful,  but  again 
the  marketing  and  commercial  sides  have  not  been  developed.  There  must  be  a 
huge  potential  market  for  bottled  shellfish  such  as  mussels  and  cockles.  The 
supplies  are  available,  the  technical  processes,  gathering  transport  and 
preparation  have  been  proved  by  the  Ministry  to  bo  satisfactory.  It  only 
remains  for  members  of  the  industry  to  got  together  to  finance  and  operate 
the  scheme. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Baird  of  the  Conway  Fisheries  Experimental  Station 
for  the  following  particulars  of  quantities  of  mussels  taken  from  the  Straits 
for  the  above  experiments. 

Fifteen  bags  to  South  Wales  for  bottling. 

Sixty  bags  to  C0nway  Purification  tanks. 

Forty  Five  Tons  to  Portmadoc  for  re-laying. 

None  to  Portmadoc  for  purification  and  marketing*
